118979, The total number eligible to reg-
fater then waa 372,630,

The highest number ever registered In
this city was in 1911, when the total was
656, To equal this record 114046 will
have to register on the final day this year,
which s nearly 2000 lese than registered
on the Nnal day last year,

It was
beguft with a devotional mervice in the
Chapel, conducted by Provost Edgar F.
Bmith, who dellversd the address of wel-
come to the students,

Vice Provost Penniman, dean of the
nine Unlversity schools, alao extended a
word of greeting and made a number of
important announcements. Among these
was the announcement that the new School
of Education, under the head of Dr.
Frank P. Graves, will be conducted this
Year as a meparate school, having Its
own faculty of 4 professors and teachers,

In thus recognizing eduation the Unlver-
slty {8 following out the general policy
of Provost Smith In ralslng the stand-
ards and efliclency of the Univeraity.

Another new dean, It was announced,
will be Professor Willlam K. Mikell, In
place of Dr, Willlam Draper Lewis, who
Is on ieave of absence for one year.
Thia Is the last year when the old re-
quirementa for admisslon to the law
school will be naccepted. In the future
only a degree from colleges and univer-
sltles of recognized standing will be taken
In lleu of the entrance requirements,

In the medical school for the firat time

WIFE IN COLLUSION,
SAYS DITSON, T0 GET
~ DIVORCE EVIDENCE

Wealthy Clubman's Answer
Disregarded by Court,
Who Awards Alimony
and Counsel Fees.

NEW YORK, Sept. 25—Under a rullng
handed down by Justice Jayeox, of the
Bupreme Court, In Brooklyn, Mrs. Esther
Ditson, of Cedarhurst, L. 1., wife of
James Ditson, a wealthy clubman of
New York and Washington, has been
granted $i50 a month alimony and $1000
counsel fees pending final settlement ol
her divorce sult, The order was granted
despite Ditgon's aMdavit alleging that it
was arranged between him and his wife
that he would enter a hotel with a woman
and glve evidence upon which to base a
dlvorce sult.

Diston spends much of his time In ex-
oluslva social circles in Washington and
{s a frequent visitor to Philadelphin. He
Is A member of the Chevy Chase and
Metropolitan Clubs, of Washington, and
Is helr under the will of hisa millionaire
grandfather, Oliver Diston, of Washing-
ton. He Is a nephew of Charles H. Dls-
ton, muslec publisher of No. 8 East 34th
street, this city, Tha Distons were mar-
rled in 1009. Mrs. Diston first heard the
slorles that Induced her to watch her
hushand when they were living In Wash-

Hoe says that when Mrs. Ditson's de-
tectives entered the room In a York hotel
here one evening last May and found him
with a woman, even the deloctivea were
Ignorant of the plot known only to him-
pelf and wife. Bo secret did he keep the
facts In the cawse, Ditson swears, ti:at he
did not inform his lawyer, Gilbert E. Roe,
and permitted him to put in an unverified
anawer denving Mrs. Ditson's charges.

“SAFETY” THE TEXT
OF EARNEST PLEAS
AT MASS MEETING

Educational Campaign Pre-
liminary to Carnival Which
Begins Tomorrow Night
Has Enlisted Public Inter-

With the preliminary educatlonal cam-
paign of "Safety Firsl" week nearly over,
the city Is now awaiting with great in-
tereat thu opening of the convention and
carnival proper tomorrow nlght at Con-
ventlon Hal!, Broad street and Allegheny
avenue, The educational campalgn was

hrought to a climax last night by a
large mass-meeling In the ballroom of
the DBellevue-Stratford, under the aua-
pleea of the Home and School League,
Ofticials of the league expressed Ereat
satisfactlon today in the Interest dis-
played In “Safety Week,” not only by
the public at large, but by the raliroads.
the Rapid Transit Company and other
large employers of labor who are earn-
estly trying to solve the problem of In-
duatrial accldents, most of which are
preventabla.

The problem of aceldents and safety In
general was brought Iinto strong relief at
the meeting Iast night when Franklin H.
Wentworth, of Boston, shocked the audi-
ence by bringing out the gzeneral admis-
slon that few of those present Knew where
the nearest fire box to thelr homes was or
how to glve an alarm. Mr, Wentwaorth
sald that the great majority of fires In
this country were caused by the careless
use of matches, Americans, he sald, were
the most careless people in the world
in denling with matchea. The result of
this carelessness, Mr, Wentworth said,
Is the great number of fires accompanied
by loss of life.

Director Porter ftold of what {s belng
done by the Department of Publie Satety
to protect the lives and property of the
cltizens of Philadelphia. Director Porter
spoke of the many improvements in trafMc
regulations, which, he sald, have reduced
the number of street accldents to a largs
extent, and to the fact that the theatres
of the city have been compelled to spend
300,000 In insuring greater safety. Mr,
Porter, although he gave great praise to
the eMeiency of Philadelphia's Nrefighters,
snid the equipment of tha Fire Depart-
ment In this city needed improvemeunt
He spoke of the defective engines held
in reserve, of antiquated fire boxes In
many parts of the city and of the de-
fective fire hose which Aremen are com-
pelled to use.

Mre, Joseph R, Wilson, head of the
committee In charge of the week's pro-
gram, made an appeal for greater care
in the preventlon of accidents and dis-
ease due to carelesaness, She said that
while the Government, city State and
national, had its duty to perform In this

regard, It was up to the people to do |
thelr share In exerclalng greater cara
and judgment in thelr homes, In thelr

places of employvment and In the street.
